- tiBues to improve in volume and in 
talue, yet it is not sufficiently Improv-

ample, tbe Republic Iron & Steel Com- 
pany owns or controls the Atcheson 
and Martin plants in this region. They 
aggregate 32S ovens anil are capable 
ot producing 18,000 tons per month, 
yet the ownership ol these plants have

chased 10,000 tons of coke per month 
for the balance of the year on contract 
at prices averaging Jl 70 to $1.75, 
rather than operate their ovens nnd 
burn up their J3,000-an-acre Connells- 
vllle coal. They have n. better appre- 
ciation of tne value of their Connells- 
•ville region property tlian have most 
merchant operators. 


The H. C. Frick Coke Company have

Evidence of negligence of a common 


carrier shall be insufficient or defec- 
the appliances or equipment, lack of 
safety devices or negligence on 
the 


part of officers or employes. 


Any heir or dependent of an em- 


ploye who may be killed may sne, the 
same as if he had been killed while 
not an employe. 
Neither shall any 


contract of employment, company in- 
surance or relief benefit prevent re- 
covery of damages, although the com- 
mon carrier may obtain a reduction 
of'any sums it may have already paid. 


"Common carrier" is denned tech- 


nically so as to include any organiza- 
tion popularly known as 
a railroad 


company. 
The act does not 
impair 


the rights of employes under existing 
laws.

TREATING MINE TIMBER. 


Forestry Expert Siys Millions On Be 


Saved Annually. 


Mine operators of the country can 


save fully $12,000,000 a year by treat- 
ting the timber used underground for 
props and decreasing the annual re- 
placement necessary by decay from 
one-third of the same amount. 
In 


speaking of the saving in mine timber 
through preservative treatment, W. F. 
Sherfesee. In a new bulletin issued by 
the United States Forest Service says: 


'The estimated life of an untreated 


mine prop is 
approximately 
three 


years. 
With a proper preservative 


treatment this life may be Increased 
by approximately ten years, giving a 
total life for treated props of thirteen 
years. 
All of the mine props, both 


round and square, in use In the United 
States, conlain approximately 000 mil- 
lion cubic feet. About forty per cent 
of this quantity, or 200 million cubic 
feet, can be advantageously treated. 
If no preservative methods were used 
the annual replacement of this tem- 
per cent amount, to one-third o* 200 
million or 
approximately sixty-sev- 


en millions cubic feet of timber.
